OTTAWA. August 6th: At the re- 
tpicst of the Foreign Exchange Con¬ 
trol Board, the H.C.M.P. have com¬ 
menced a country wide check ol the 
way in which storekeepers, service 
stations, hotels and others are hand¬ 
ling U.S. currency received from 
tourists. 

The U.S. dollar expenditures of 
tourists in Canada are one of the 
main sources of the foreign exchan¬ 
ge needed to pay for Canadian im¬ 
ports and other normal expenditures 
In the United States. So that the U. 
S. dollars spent by tourists will be 
available for these purposes, the 
Foreign Exchange Control Regulat¬ 
ions require that Canadian merch¬ 
ants ami others turn the U.S. curr¬ 
ency they receive into their banks. 

Officials of the Board said that re¬ 
ports they have received indicate 
that many merchants are not turn¬ 
ing in their U.S. dollar receipts but 
»ro psrtnr nut freely In chatxo 

nnd In some ranee are netting them 
to members of the public in exch¬ 
ange for Canadian money. This has 
l**d to the check up now being made 
nnd where breaches of the regulat 
ions are found, prosecutions under 
the Foreign Exchange Control Act 
will be commenced.

If this loss could be 
overcome it would be a big factor in increasing the world food supply. Dr. 
Kirk will also deal with problems of pests and insect plagues, such as grass¬ 
hoppers, which may attack crops to the extent of seriously affecting the 
production of important foods.

Hon. Douglas Abbott, Minister of 
Finance, during discussion of his de¬ 
partmental estimates in the House of 
Commons, said he would make no 
promises, but he could see advan¬ 
tages in paying back all that was 
owed in two payments instead of 
three, as was originally provided for. 
This would mean that the debt would 
be paid by 1919 instead of 1950, 

The Government, he said, would 
consider this idea. 

For personal income taxpayers, 
the money they have owing to them 
ranges from less than one dollar to 
several hundred dollars, and the pre¬ 
sent plan is that the first instalment, 
amounting to $58,000,000 will be 
paid back by cheque before March 
31, 1948. 

The second payment, amounting to 
$135,000,000, is due before March 31, 
1949, and the third payment of $72,- 
000,000 must be paid before March 
31, 1950. 

These three payments will be for 
"compulsory savings” chargeable to 
1942, 1943, and 1944, which was the 
last year that this enforced savings 
system was In effect. 

One of the main administrative 
problems, Mr. Abbott said, was that 
in the first planned repayment alone 
there were some 15,000 cheques for 
amounts of less than one dollar. 


Another important branch of Dr. Kirk's work will be 
concerned with the creation of a central source 
which will give out information concerning valuable 
genetic stocks of animals and plants throughout the 
world.

Summer fruits bring enjoyment 
but they also bring worries if we 
have the misfortune of getting their 
, juices on our clothes—and most of 
us do at some time or other. 

However it is comforting to know 
that most fruit stains may be re-; 
moved when they are fresh by pour¬ 
ing boiling water over them. How¬ 
ever there are exceptions to this, as 
to most rules. 

The exceptions are fresh peach, | 
pear, cherry or plum stains which I 
contain enough tannin to be darken-! 
ed and set by heat. On stains made I 
by these four fruits use cool water 
and glycerine or a soapless shampoo. 
(Never use soap because it sets the 
stain.) First, sponge the stain with 
cool water. Then work a little glyc¬ 
erine or soapless shampoo into the 
stain rubbing lightly between the 
hands. Let stand several hours, then 
apply a few drops of vinegar and al¬ 
low to remain a minute or two before 
rinsing thoroughly with water. 

} This same method Is recommended 
for fruit etalnm on wool or silk. On j 
those fabrics boiling water should' 
never be used, because it may injure! 
the fabric. 

Cool water and glycerine are also j 
recommended for stains made by to¬ 
mato juice and catsup.

I Sift flour once; measure. Combine 
baking powder, salt, and eggs in 
bowl.

Fold in flour and vanilla. Turn into 
15xl0-inch pan which has been 
greased, lined with paper to within 
H inch of edge, and again greased.

Canadian city 
parents who do not know that their j 
sons would be improved vastly, 
physically and mentally, by a sum-1 
mer of outdoor work, fresh, super¬ 
latively-cooked foods, and sound 
sleep, are not aware of how best to 
complete the education of their chil¬ 
dren. 

The greatest lack in the develop¬ 
ment of Canadian youth is the simple 
discipline of work with nature. Any 
Canadian city family that docs not 
know personally a half-dozen fine 
farm families, in whose homes the 
food and personal care is equal to or 
! better than in their own, should get 
out in the country and get acquaint¬ 
ed. The growing gap in understand¬ 
ing between the farm and city people 
of Canada is the basic cause of the 
economic inequities which are result¬ 
ing in an abnormal reduction in farm 
population, and the less-than-poten- 
tial production of food in a world 
which food alone can save. — The 
Scene, From Shingwauk Farm.

Rising Dry Yeast and 1 tsp. 
sugar to 1 c. lukewarm water. 
Stir; let stand 10 min. Scald 
1 c. milk, add 5 tbs. sugar; 
add 2 tsp. salt, cool to luke¬ 
warm. Add to yeast mixture. 
Add 3 c. sifted flour, beat 
until perfectly smooth. Add 
4 tbs. melted shortening and 
3 c. more sifted flour, or 
enough to make easily han¬ 
dled dough. Knead well. 
Place in greased bowl. 
Cover; let rise in warm place 
until doubled in bulk, about 
1 Yi hours. Punch dough 
down in bowl; let rise again 
in warm place until nearly 
doubled in bulk, about 40 
min. When light, roll out 
Y" thick. Brush over lightly 
with melted shortening. Cut 
with 2” biscuit cutter, crease 
through center heavily with 
dull edge of knife, fold over 
in pocketbook shape. Place 
on well-greased shallow 
pans 1" apart.
